Eugene Pulliam Dies 
In Arizona Monday 


PHOENIX (UPI) - Eugene 
C. Pulliam, a m an who turned 
a 
boyhood 
ambition 
into 
a 
major newspaper em pire, died 
Monday in an Arizona hospital 
at the age of 8 6 
Pulliam, who only two years 
out of college becam e one of 
the nation's y o ungest editor- 
publishers. suffered a stroke 
and died about two hours after 
being rushed to St. Joseph’s 
Hospital here from 
his resi­ 
dence where he had been in 
failing health for a time. 
Pulliam 
published 
newspa­ 
pers in Indiana and Arizona 
and at one point in his career 
his concerns included 23 papers 
in eight states 
The Indianapolis S ta r—one of 


Pulliam’s largest- earlier this 
year won the Pulitzer Prize for 
investigative 
reporting. 
The 
newspaper earned the distinc­ 
tion 
for 
a 
series 
which 
uncovered police corruption at 
Indianapolis and resulted in a 
number of changes, including 
replacement of the police chief 
and e v e n tu a l defeat for the 
Marion County prosecutor in 
last fall’s election 
He term ed the moment he 
learned of the Pulitzer for the 
Star as his “ proudest” of his 
journalistic career. 
Pulliam also was the recipi­ 
ent of numerous journalistic 
awards, including the 1965 John 
Peter Zenger Award from the 
University 
of 
Arizona 
for 


“distinguished service in free­ 
dom 
of 
the 
press 
and 
the 
people s right to know.” 
He also held honorary de­ 
grees from ll universities. 
The 
son 
of

Methodist preacher in South­ 
west Kansas, he got his first 
job in 1907 at the age of 18 in 
the circulation departm ent of 
the Chanute, Kan., Sun. It was 
a sum m er vacation job while 
he attended DePauw Univer­ 
sity. Years earlier, he was a 
carrier boy a1 the age of six for 
the Iola, Kan., Register. 
He went to DePauw because 
he mother attended the school 
when it was known as Asbury 
College, A 
Methodist 
school. 
His ambition always was to be 


a new spaperm an although his 
mother wanted him to enter the 
ministry.

college, he worked his way up 
to head the corporations owning 
m illions of dollars w orth of 
newspaper and radio interests 
in Indiana and Arizona

Pulliam ’s chain of papers was 
worth $850,000. 
He was born May 3, 1889 in 
Grant Co., Kan., the son of the 
Rev. an d M rs. Irvin Brown 
Pulliam 
Pulliam founded the DePauw 
Daily and some of the profits 
helped pay his way through 
college. 
He was one of the 
founders and charter m em bers 


of Sigma Delta Chi, profession­ 
al journalism fraternity, in 
1909, and later was its national 
president.

“ We know there is a shortage of new apartm ents and 
houses in the county,” com mented Cham ber President Ed 
Roebling, “ but we don’t know the nature of the dem and 
for housing We hope our survey will give us a valid in 
dication of the type housing preferred, number of rooms 
desired, price range preferences, and so forth.” 
Roebling pointed out that the need for housing w as one 
of the highest priorities expressed by Chamber m em bers 
and the general public during the C ham ber’s recent Town 
Hall meeting. “ As a Cham ber of Commerce it s our 
responsibility to deal with the are as of concern that our 
m em bership feels are most important. More housing 
ranks close to the top, so w e're m aking a concerted effort 
to help define housing needs and, hopefully, to better 
define the dem and for various types of housing,” Roebling 
said 
Roebling also stated that obtaining a valid sam ple is 
vital to the accuracy of the results “ W e’re taking a two- 
stage 
approach," 
he 
stated, 
“ First, 
through 
the 
assistance of General Telephone, our housing question­ 
naire will tx* enclosed with next m onth’s telephone 
statem ents. In this way, each family w itll a telephone in 
the county will receive our questionnaire Then we hope 
everyone w ill either mail in the completed questionnaire 
or drop it in the collection boxes located in Krogers, 
Marsh, and Conroy’s Superm arkets. Our second stage is 
publishing our questionnaire in the Rushville Republican 
and asking everyone to either mail it in or drop it in one of 
the collection boxes.” 
Once the results of the questionnaire have been 
tabulated, the information will be m ade available to the 
public 
Roebling concluded by saying, “ We know that city- 
county progress takes a carefully planned program of 
action. Attracting new industry, through an industrial 
park, is our first priority. Then com es housing, and then 
com m ercial growth will happen automatically. Industry 
and housing are first, however, and the Chamber is 
making strides toward meeting both those goals ”

No Third Party 


For Ronald Reagan 


DALLAS (UPI) — Former 
California Gov. Ronald Reagan 
says Republicans should en­ 
courage a tough primary battle 
in 1976 instead of handing the 
nomination to President Ford. 


“With the Democrats facing a 
free-wheeling and fist-throwing 
convention as they are going to, 
an automatic rubber-stamping 
(GOP) convention is not going 
to excite the biggest group of 
people in the country right now, 
the independents,” Reagan said 
during a weekend news con­ 
ference. 


“From sheer politics alone, 
the Republicans are far better 
off with a contest. If this is 
going to be an open convention, 


an open election year, as it was 
scheduled to be before the 
selection of President Ford, it 
has to go the prim ary route.” 


Reagan, making a GOP fund 
raising sweep through three 
Texas cities, said he will decide 
before the end of the year 
whether to challenge Ford. He 
discouraged speculation he will 
lead a third party of disgrun­ 
tled conservatives, saying a 
third party usually helps elect 
the person it opposes. 


“They usually end up divid­ 
ing the forces in agreement and 
somebody else slips in over the 
wrong side,” he said. “ It (a 
third party) doesn’t hold any 
attraction or promise for m e.”

On $2 Million Limits

WASHINGTON (U P I) - The 
new Federal Election Commis­ 
sion hopes to decide soon a 
question of considerable impor­ 
tance 
to 
Democratic 
and 
Republican 
convention 
plan­ 
ners. 
Both parties are concerned 
about 
the 
new 
finance 
law 
which limits convention spend­ 
ing to $2 million, to be paid for 
from federal funds. 
They say inflation may raise 
the cost of 
putting on 
the 
national 
conventions, 
which 
cost $1.7 million each in 1972, 
over the $2 million limit next 
summer. 
And they particularly want to 
know if they have to include 
under the limit all the free 
services they get from the host 
community where the conven­ 
tion is held. 


The Democratic and Republi­ 
can parties have written the 
F E C asking that such items not 
be counted They say these are 
the “ commonly offered induce­ 
ments a Chamber of Commerce 
would offer to the American 
Legion or any other large group 


to attract a convention to their 
city.” 
The parties say the value of 
such “ inducements” is substan­ 
tial, and some people believe 
the conventions could cost close 
to $3 million if they had to be 
counted. 


Both parties receive free such 
items as a fleet of rental cars, 
a group of hotel rooms for 


party staff and food and drink. 
More

items in a 
convention may 
include the extra police force 
needed to handle a large crowd 
and occasional demonstrations, 
the 
donated

dition to researching foods to 
provide well balanced diets, he 
visits V eterinary Schools across 
the 
nation 
discussing

anim al nutrition. 
Dr. Follis, a Kentucky native, 
attended school at Ohio State,

practice, before returning to 
school. After three years at 
Utah State, he earned a Ph.D. in 
wildlife biology and nutrition, 
spent a brief stint with a wildlife 
research group in Oregon, and

pany. His firm has over 50 
percent of the dry dog food 
business and about 25 percent of 
the over $2 billion annual pet 
food industry. They are the 
world's 
largest 
anim al

producer, with dogs and cats 
m aking up the bulk of the 
m arket.

The Environmental Protec­ 
tion Agency, with the strong 
backing 
of organized 
labor, 
favors an 85-decibel limit. 


A Cambridge, Mass., consult 
ing firm 
has estimated, in 
support of the OSHA position, 
that enforcing a 90-decibel limit 
would cost industry $13.5 billion 
while the 85-decibel limit would 
cost $31 billion.

of Indochina but they said the 
fear is widespread in Southeast 
Asia because of North Viet 
nam ’s readiness to fight neigh 
boring Communist-led armies. 
The administration sources 
said the Cambodian clashes 
took place in border regions 
and could have been caused 
either by centuries-old frontier 
disputes or by North Vietnam's 
refusal to withdraw troops from 
bases established during the 
Vietnam war.

lain’s company, Citronelle-Mo- 
bile 
G athering, 
Inc.

perm its allowed the firm to get 
around federal price limits on 
domestic oil. 
Carey said he spoke with his 
brother by telephone and “he 
indicated

outraged 
personally” by the story. 
Sparkman confirmed he in­ 
terceded on behalf of Chamber- 
lain, described as an old friend 
of his. 
Interviewed in Washington, 


Sparkman said he knew nothing 
about profits. “ I did what I do 
with all my constituents —I 
relayed the situation to the 
Departm ent of Commerce.”

NEW YORK (UPI) - We 
shape the training of teen-agers 
in everything 
from physical 
fitness to careers to come. But 
we leave a 
big 
gap where 
training counts the most if the 
family structure is to survive. 
We 
neglect 
education 
for 
parenthood. 
Yet 
teen 
m arriages 
are 
multiplying and with them the 
problems of young parents not 
prepared for responsibilities of 
child rearing. 
Statistics show that one in 
every ten 17-year-old girls in 
the United States is a mother. 
In 1974 about 220,000 girls aged 
17 or under gave birth, 15 per 
cent of them for the second or 
third time. Such early child­ 
bearing m eans greater health 
risks than having children after 
20. 
“ Early childbearing also fre­ 
quently lead s to early m a r­ 
riages, repeated pregnancies, 
unstable fam ily life and welfare 
d ep e n d en c y ,” 
sa y s 
a 
new 
publication 
which 
examines 
training 
for 
parenthood—or 
lack of training. 
“ Wed or unw ed,” it says, 
“teen-age parents are apt to 
cut short their schooling and 
acquire only 
m arginal work 
skills. 
Their 
prospects 
are 
dim .” 
The national divorce rate for 
those m arried in their teens is 
three to four tim es higher than 
for any other age group Nine 
per cent of teen-age mothers 
attem pt suicide, seven tim es 
the national ra te for teen girls 
who have no children, says the 
publication, “ P reparing Tom or­ 
row ’s P aren ts.” 
The publisher is the Public 
Affairs 
Com m ittee, 
Inc., 
a 
nonprofit educational organiza 
tion 
headquartered 
in 
New 
York The author is Elizabeth 
Ogg, 
who 
w rites 
on 
many 
sociological subjects. 
Mrs. Ogg cites such exam ­ 
ples, where lack of training 
created problem s, as the teen­ 
ag e m other who in sists her 
child should not eat if he isn t 
toilet trained by age one and 
one-half. A toddler who acci­ 
dentally falls over a sidewalk 
cellar door is spanked by his 
m other. A young father hits his 
seven-month-old baby for pull­ 
ing the nipple off his bottle. 
Says Mrs. Ogg, “Swamped 
w i t h 
responsibilities 
they 
haven’t bargained for and don’t 
know how to handle, and often 
cut off from opportunities for 
their own further development, 
they vent their frustrations on 
their youngsters.” 
Inadequate parenting is one 
of the reasons for emotional 
and physical abuse of children, 
says Mrs Ogg “ Most shocking 
of all, at least 700 children are 
killed 
every

parents or parent substitutes.”

parents She cited a Save the 
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Children Federation project in

The National Federation of

showings and guest speakers, 
plus 
observation 
field 
trips, 
outings and 
parties 
to help 
create a group feeling 
In its three-pilot program s, 
Boys’ Clubs of A m erica teaches 
video taping for program s on 
various aspects of childhood 
and preparation for parenthood. 
Boys’ Clubs also has a m other’s 
aide course that teaches boys 
how to run a paid babysitting 
service. 
The 4H Clubs stress peers 
working with peers. Teen agers 
are given a one month crash 
course in leadership in child 
care and developm ent.

As 
economists 
quibble 
about 
how 
the 
nation’s 
e c o n o m y 
s h o u ld 
w ork 
there’s a quiet revolution 
going on in the American 
kitchen.

it a “ trading dow n” trend. 
What it amounts to is that 
consumers are buying ingre­ 
dients like flour and yeast

goods to save money. One 
supermarket

buyers may trade down to 
pie

crust mixers move to bags 
of flour. ’’ 
But 
most home bakers 
believe 
they are “ trading 
up" as well as saving money 
by baking bread at home. 
In addition to saving money 
the quality of homemade 
bread has made a hit with 
most families. 
There’s old-fashioned fla­ 
vor and g o o d n e s s in th e 
a c c o m p a n y in g recipe for 
Buttermilk Rolls.

The real problem, the doctor 
says, is getting the athlete to 
report his or her symptoms 
because of fear of being ben­ 
ched.
